One of these, Heck Clark, 
jumped and broke his back. 
Etta Hargrove leaped from a third 
story window and suffered broken limbs 
and internal injuries which will proba­ 
bly cause her death.

W ashington, Nov. 18.—The startling 
statem ent is made in the report of Ad­ 
m iral Orowninshield, chief of the rfavi- 
gation bureau, th at the present person­ 
nel of the navy would form barely one- 
fourth of the total establishment to ffght 
a firstclass European power. 
It barely 
sufficed for the Sjmnish war and no 
longer can be considered, the report 
says, as an effective nucleus about which 
a larger establishm ent could be formed 
in case of war. 
The adm iral says that 
the bureau can point to many ca 
where the service | | being harmed by 
lack of officers. 
The naval academy is 
suffering for w ant of instructor* and tho 
present high standard of training can 
not be maintained. 
Every bureau in 
the departm ent is short of officers and 
the service, the report predicts, soon 
w ill fall behind in the struggle, first 
for leaderships, and then for equality 
w ith other services. 
The disability of the sea-going corps 
of officers has greatly increased since 
tho Spanish war and many of the best 
officers are being lost as a result of break­ 
ing down from overwork. 
The per­ 
sonnel act thus far has resulted in afford* 
' lug less officers than were on the active 
list before its passage, while authorizing 
an increase it failed to provide the 
i means, therefore, there are now 131 
vacancies in the list of naval officers. 
I 
Therefore, it is recommended for the 
next IO years that pupils to the naval 
academy be doubled, the president and ■ 
representatives in congress appointing 
two instead of one wherever authorized 
| now, and in addition senators being J 
given the same privilege of appointm ent > 
as representatives. Then to meet future 
need, it is recommended that whenever 
: congress authorizes an increase in ves­ 
sels to the navy it is provide in the same 
act for an increase of officers and men 
to man the ships. 
The training system as now practiced 
in the navy is commended and it is de-

navy obtain sailors to man the fleet.

A R M Y INCREASE. 


C ongress W ill B e A sk ed for M ore Men 
In A ll H rsn ch as. 
W ashington, Nov, 12.—Senator Proc­ 
tor of the senate committee on m ilitary 
affairs, and A djutant General Corbin of 
the war departm ent, held an inform al 
conference w ith the president Saturday 
relative to the legislation to be asked of 
congress in connection w ith the proposed 
increase in the army. 
“ Under the existing law ,” said Sen­ 
ator Proctor at the conclusion of the 
conference, “ the present strength of the 
array, 65,000 regulars and 35,000 volun­ 
teers, will be reduced on July I to 27,(XX) 
regulars. 
This is an absurdly small 
number and congress will be asked by 
the president to reorganize the arm y 
upon a larger basis. 
It will be impossi­ 
ble to keep any troops in the Philip­ 
pines unless the arm y is increased, to 
say nothing of the garrisons for the 
forts in this country. 
“ My own judgm ent is th at congress , 
will provide a regular arm y of about 55,- 
000 or 60,000 men w ith discretion to the 
president to raise the total to 100,000 > 
if he Ii rids the larger num ber necessary. 
1 have no doubt th at this legislation will 
be enacted at the coming session.

W a r O fficial* H a lle v e E le c tio n W ill H a v e 
M u c h W e ig h t Tor a S p e e d y E n d . 
Washington, Nov. 12. —High officials 
of the war department believe tho elec­ 
tion in the United States will have a 
good effect in the Philippines and will 
lead the more sensible Filipinos to aban­ 
don the insurrection. 
At the same 
time, the officers look forward to a peri­ 
od of guerrilla warfare. 
It is realized 
that the independent, irresponsible life 
of the military freebooter has many at­ 
tractions for the Filipinos, who would 
rather extort tribute at the muzzle of 
their rifles than work for a living. 
If 
the insurgents should be deprived of 
the leadership of Aguinaldo aud many 
of the other more influential among 
them, it will probably take several years 
for a considerable military force to erad­ 
icate all the wandering bands. 
Much 
is expected to be accomplished by the 
American troops between this time and 
Jan. I, when the withdrawal of the vol­ 
unteers w ill be actively begun. 
Unless congress shall so amend the 
law under which the present volunteer 
army was enlisted as to permit volun­ 
teers to be discharged in the Philippines 
and subsequently 
transported to the 
United States, it will be necessary to be­ 
gin the homeward movement of the vol­ 
unteers by Jan. I, in order that all may 
be mustered out in the United States by 
June 30. 
This necessity is regarded by 
the military authorities as most unfor­ 
tunate. 
When only two regiments of infantry 
and a battery of artillery were with­ 
drawn for service in China the Filipino 
leaders encouraged their followers to be­ 
lieve that the United States was aban­ 
doning the struggle. 
It is feared that this withdrawal of 
more thau 30,000 men will load the Fili­ 
pinos to believe the abandonment of tho 
islands has begun in earnest. 
Unless General MacArthur^ ensuing 
campaign shall be attended by very good 
results and unless the effect of the elec­ 
tions in the United States shall be all 
that has been hoped the country cannot 
look forward to auy immediate material 
decrease of expenditures on account of 
the military and naval operations in the 
Philippines.

Washington, Nov. 12.—Two naval 
guns, the most powerful of their respec­ 
tive calibres in the world, will be tested 
this week at the Indian Head proving 
grounds. 
One of these weapons is 12 
inches and the other 6 inches in calibre. 
They are intended for monitors of the 
Arkansas class and the battleships, ar­ 
mored cruisers aud protected cruisers 
under construction and projected. Both 
guns were built in the Washington 


navyyard, nuder plans passod by Heat f 
Admiral O’Neil, chief of the bureau of 
ordinance. 
The approximate amount of smokeless 
powder required for each charge of the 
12-inch gun is 400 pounds. The projectile 
weighs 850 pounds. 
Rear Admiral 
O’Neil estimates that the muzzle veloc­ 
ity will reach, if it does not exceed, 2800 
feet a second and energy is estimated at 
46,442 foot tons. 
A shell tired by this 
gun will perforate 28.6 inches of Har- 
veyized steel and 20.4 inches of Krnpp 
steel. 
By using capped projectiles, a 
still greater thickness of Krupp armor 
can be perforated. 
The latest 12-inch gun built abroad 
has only produced a maximum velocity 
of 2600 feet a second at its muzzle. 
The 
13-inch gun now ou board the Oregon j 
aud other battleships of her class has a 
maximum velocity of v500 feet a second , 
with smokeless powder. 
Rear Admiral Bradford, chief of the 
bureau of equipment will estimate in : 
his forthcoming annual report for $800,- J 
000 for the construction of new coaling | 
stations. 
He has awarded a New York 
firm a contract for the constrotion of a 
coaling station at Frenchmen’s bay, Me. 
This station will accommodate 12,000 
tons of coal. 
He has concluded negotiations for the ; 
purchase of a site for a coaling station 
on Naraganset bay, obtaining a tract of 
148 acres, possessing a water front of 
three-fourths of a mile

for the land was $35,000.
